Following a request of the National 
Park C om m it ion the War Department 
ha* informed Adjutant General Stew­ 
art at Harrisburg that the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania will not tie a l­ 
lowed this shunner to camp on ground 
controlled by the comnfission. 
The 
camp site secured by Captain 
L. 
V. 
Haunch several weeks ago lies almost 
entirely on such ground. 
On Sunday Captain 
Rausch, 
with 
other men connected with the Guard, 
came to Gettysburg to see what could 
Tie done in the matter of securing 
another site as it 
is their desire to 
camp here this summer. 
The matter 
was gone over thoroughly und when 
the gentlemen 
left Munday evening 
they 
had 
aL»ut decided 
upon the 
ground to the south of the Peach O r­ 
chard along the Emmitsburg road 
is alan expected that the farm of 
H. L. Diehl north of the Orchard 
be used. 
The action of the commission caus 
ed a great deal of trouble for the 
guardsmen as the releases to the gov­ 
ernment land formerly used for the en 
cumpment werejsecured from the tenants 
and it was tielieved that ail arrange­ 
ments along that line had been com­ 
pleted. 
The land along the Emmits­ 
burg road 
from 
the end of South 
Washington street to the Peach Or­ 
chard offered an ideal camping ground 
and it was with great regret that Ad­ 
jutant General Stewart learned that it 
would have to Tie uTiandoned. 
An effort is now Tieing made to se 
cure the permission of the War D epart­ 
ment 
to use the 
land 
for parade 
grounds Hod review 
purponee which 
was set aside in other years for those 
events. 
There is. perhaps, 
no other 
territory in this section so well adapt­ 
ed to the spectacular part of the en 
cumpment as the ground which has a l­ 
ways been used for these purp ones. 
If the War Department grants this 
request it is (mssitde that the dates for 
the encampment, which had Tiesn a n ­ 
nounced as July 14-28, w ill lie changed 
to some time in August as it is known 
that officials at the 
War Department 
are very strongly opposed to the two 
cum|ia, the maneuvers and the Penn­ 
sylvania division encampment, occur­ 
ring at the same time. 
Much action 
would Tie welcome here as it 
stretch the business over a 
period.

SLAYER ADMITS HIS 6UILT 


DOCTOR SHOCKS TOWN 


8ays Party of Non-Union Men W irt 


Attacked and That He Fired In Self* 


Defense. 


Philadelphia. May 2.—In a fight be­ 
tween union and non-union employes 
of the Rapid T ransit company one man 
was shot and killed, several others 
badly beaten and six arrested. 
The 
affray took place in Frankford ave­ 
nue. 
John McGuckin. thirty-six years old, 
a union conductor, employed on the 
Front and Tioga streets line, Is the 
dead man. 
W ith a bullet through his 
heart, he was found lying in a pool 
of blood by a policeman, attracted by 
the report of the shot. 
9 
All other participants had fled, and 
it was not until an hour later that six 
non union employes of the Rapid T ran­ 
sit company were arrested at the car 
barns. 
Among 
them was Victor Farrell, 
twenty-one years old. of W ashington, 
who at a hearing before M agistrate 
Scott at the central police station con­ 
fessed to having Ared the shot which 
killed McGuckin. 


Allege* Attack. 


Farrell was held 
without bail to 
awalt the action of the coroner. W ith 
him were held as m aterial witnesses 
Hugh R. Thomas and Eugene W inters, 
W ashington; Samuel Woodward, Bal­ 
timore, and Joseph B. Cummings. San 
Francisco. AU four were held under 
$4bo bail each. John Boss, of W ashing­ 
ton. was discharged. 
The fight, which Is said to have 
grown out of the feeling toward the 
non-union men In the northeastern sec­ 
tion of the city, occurred shortly after 
I o’clock in the morning, just after 
the men reported at the depot and 
had placed their cars In the barn, con­ 
cluding the night’s runs. According to 
Farrell and his friends, they were on 
their way home and 
were walking 
peacefully along 
FYankford avenue, 
when they were attacked by several 
union motormen and conductors near 
Huntingdon street. The men in the at­ 
tacking party were joined by sympa­ 
thizers an i the odds against the little 
party of nonunion men were over­ 
whelm ing 
In 
t h e i r 
te £ T i n n y the prisoners, 
who hear the marks of the struggle 
upon their heads and faces, declare 
that 
Boss was knocked down and 
jumped upon. Thomas had his head 
laid open w i t h a blunt instrum ent, and 
Farrell declares he was forced to his 
knees by a blow on the head, and 
when he attem pted to rise was kicked 
in the head and knocked down again. 
in one of his pockets he had a re 
volver, which he says he had pur­ 
chased 
Saturday 
from a non-union 
man who was leaving the com pany’s 
employ and who warned him to be 
careful, as the lives of the non-union 
men were in danger. 


Pull* Pistol While Prostrate. 
Farrell says he drew his gun and. 
pointing up. Ared simply to scare off 
his assailants With the firing of the 
shot everybody ran except McGuckin. 
whom nobody noticed lying there in 
the darkness The non union men de­ 
clare they ran back to the car barn 
for protection, while the men with 
whom they had been fighting escaped 
down side street*. 
In the meantim e the shot fired by 
Farrell had been heard by Policeman 
Stevens, 
who

away 
Stevens ran to the scene, but 
could s e e no signs of a struggle. 
In 
running he stumbled over McGuckin. 
He was dying, blood pouring from a 
wound in his left side He was taken 
to a hospital, where he died. Detec- 
tlvea visited the car barn and arrested 
the suspects.

Snow has been called th** poor m an’* 
manure because It washes from the 
atm osphere as It fails some nitrogen 
in the form of nitrate of ammonia and 
sometime* nitric acid. 
The atm os­ 
phere contains 
varying am ounts of 
these substances, but In very minute 
quantities 
Just after an electrical

storm the quantity is Increased, us the 
electricity converts some of the free 
nitrogen of the atm osphere Into these 
available forms. 
There are more ul 
trates and amnionia salts lu the at 
luosphere near cities tliun in the coun 
try, as these substances are found in 
the escaping smoke of fat tories 
Bains and fog* aud even hull wash 
the atm osphere of nitric acid and ani 
inonia salts. 
After a dry spell a heavy 
shower will contain sometimes coin

WHY DONT EGGS HATCH? 
Vee, why are so many egys infertile? 
Here it la iu an eggshell. 
Some ure so hasty to set eggs they 
.set them before the birds are mated 
long enough to fertilize them. 
Then 
the male bird may have a favorite or 
be a failure. 
Roosters wear out with 
age. 
It is wise to test the first eggs. 
If not good you 
may 
thus change 
males, save time aud eggs and uot 
skin customers. 
Your male bird may 
be half starved through overgallautry 
to the hens, he may be siok. have too 
many hens to serve, or you may have 
too many males for the hens. 
You 
may 
have 
overworked 
your 
liens for winter eggs; they may be 
semi invalids, louse racks or full of 
disease 
germs, 
immature, 
overfed, 
underfed or inbred. 
Overfat is often the cause of In 
ferules among chickens, pigeons, tur 
keys, ducks and geese. But maybe you 
fed egg dope. 
Open a hen that doesn't lay or lays

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O have good health la the birth­ 
right of every Individual. Some­ 
times this gift has been denied, 
and there Is an Inherited tend­ 
ency to disease. 
But even when this 
Is the case good health may still be 
attained and, having been attained, 
may be kept lf the path of wisdom is 
followed. 
To be free from disease, to 
be a normal ind^idual, Ilea more of­ 
ten within our own power than many 
people suppose. 
A simple prescription 
which will help the person who al­ 
ready has good health to retain It and 
will also do much in gaining It for the 
individual not bo blessed, lf It la faith­ 
fully followed, is this: 
Nourishing food in right am ount 
Sufficient fresh air and exercise. 
A fair share of work and a fair 
amount of recreation. 
Eight hours’ sleep out of each twen­ 
ty-four. 
A cheerful mind free from worry. 
A few moments’ thought will show 
the Intelligent person that each one 
of these rules is essential to good

health, and not one of them can be 
safely omitted if it la to be retained. 
However, In spite of wisdom and care 
or possibly because of a lapse and 
neglect of one or more of the above 
rules, 
sickness does come Into the 
home. 
It Is the result of some trans­ 
gression of nature’s laws and brings 
Its attending anxiety and care. What 
to do when some member of the fami­ 
ly Is ill is often a puzzling question. 
It is not always possible or necessary 
to have a professional nurse, and yet 
It Is necessary that the patient should 
have good care in order that there may 
be a speedy and thorough recovery. 
Perhaps It were well lf the first di­ 
rection 
given 
in 
times of sickneas 
should be, ’’Use common sense and 
practice rational 
methods,” and yet 
sometimes there is so little real under­ 
standing of the body that one’s in­ 
terpretation of rational methods and 
common sense is far from right 
It is 
not the Intention In this article to give 
technical Instruction in nursing in any 
sense. 
Merely 
an attempt 
will be 
made to point out some of the little 
things which should be done and ob­ 
served in any house where there la 
sickness. 
These little things, trifles 
though they may seem, may be the 
very points which basten or retard the 
patient’s recovery. 
Arrangement of the Sickroom. 
Unless the illness be of an Infectious 
nature, no that the patient must be 
isolated from the rest of the family, 
his own room will be most satisfactory 
to him. 
But when a choice of rooms 
can be made select one that Is cheer 
ful and with as little unnecessary fur- 
nlalUng as possible. 
Restful for the 
patient will it be if the wall paper Is 
quiet in design and color. Such should 
be the decoration of a bedroom at any 
time. but it is doubly necessary In time 
of sickness 
Conspicuous wall paper 
and bright colors ars exceedingly Irri­ 
tating to weak nerves. A room without 
a carpet is best, in health as well as 
sick netts, but in ordinary attacks of Ill­ 
ness It Is wiser not to disturb the or­ 
dinary appearance of the room, as it 
might have a depressing effect on the 
patient. 
But during fevers and severe 
surgical esses there should be no car 
|iet or draperies to hold and breed dis­ 
case germs. 
Making the Patient’s Bed. 
AI m»u t the first thing to be consid­ 
ered is the bcd. 
It should have a 
good, firm mattress, not too soft, with 
a blanket or pad under the lower 
sheet 
The bedding should be light 
and warm, first the cotton sheets, then 
a blanket or two, as the case may re­ 
quire. and over this another aheet or 
dimity spread 
The ordinary white 
counterpane does not add materially 
to the warmth and la too heavy for 
comfort. 
The pillows should be am 
pie in number and varying in alze. 
There should be small ones to tuck 
under 
tho 
shoulders, 
between 
the 
knees or for a rest to the back when 
the patient becomes weary of his posi­ 
tion. 
There should be one or two 
larger ones to serve as supports when 
the patient sits up during convales­ 
cence. 
To make the patient’s bed 
properly throe sheets are required, be­ 
sides the blankets, pillows and spread; 
also In case of severe illness a piece 
of rubber sheeting three-quarters of a 
yard wide will be needed under tbs 
draw sheet. 
It requires considerable 
skill to arrange a bed for a sick per- 


In sections where clo rff and alfalfa 
are the chief forage crops tunny homes 
are lost annually as a result of the 
fending of a ration too rich iii protein.

son so that It will be thoroughly) com­ 
fortable and free from wrinkles. [Begin 
operations by drawing the under sheet 
very smoothly over the pad and tuck­ 
ing It in well under the mattress. 
Pin 
It at each corner with a strong safety 
pin lf the patient Is heavy or Inclined 
to be restless. 
Over the under sheet 
and across the middle of the bed lay 
the draw sheet, which may be a full 
sized sheet, folded in half, or a smaller 
one, covering about three-quarters of 
a yard, In the center. 
If a rubber is 
used it should be put on under the 
draw sheet, firmly pinned to the mat­ 
tress on both sides. 
The latter la par­ 
ticularly useful, because it keeps the 
under sheet clean for a longer time 
and may be changed without disturb­ 
ing the patient to any extent 
In putting on the upper sheet leave 
a good margin turned over at top to 
cover the blanket. 
Tuck both sheet 
and blanket in well at the foot so 
the patient may turn comfortably with­ 
out disarranging the covers. 
Pillows 
should be fitted smoothly into cases 
large enough for them or they will be 
uncomfortable. 
Three points to ob­ 
serve about the sickbed are perfect 
cleanliness, no crumbs and no wrin­ 
kles 
Care of tho Room. 
It is hardly necessary to say that 
the sickroom should be kept absolute­ 
ly clean, and yet it is not unusual to 
find decided signs of disorder about i t 
Soiled towels and linen are seen, emp­ 
ty cups and dirty dishes are often left 
on the table for hours after they have 
been used, and there is a general air 
of 
disorderliness 
that 
is 
not 
only 
against all rules of sanitation, but an­ 
noying to the patient as well. 
Any­ 
thing used about the patient—clothing, 
bedding and dishes—slum Id be remov­ 
ed from the room at once and disin­ 
fected lf there is the slightest infec­ 
tion about tile disease. This is impera­ 
tive for the health of other members 
of the family. Even when there is no 
infection common decency demands 
this attention to the patient 
The air of the sickroom should bs 
kept pure at all times, 
it is almost 
always possible to have the window 
lowered at the top and raised a little 
at the bottom to allow the escape of 
impure and the entrance of pure air. 
lf the bed is so near the window that 
there is danger of a direct draft on 
the patient, place a screen in front of 
it or. better still, open the window 
and fit a frame two or three Inches 
wide and covered with coarse flannel 
into the space. 
This will permit the 
fresh air to enter and will also absorb 
any moisture. 
Do not forget the I rn [tort a nee of sun­ 
light in the sickroom. 
Not only is It 
cheering to the patient, but sunlight 
and fresh air are two great germ de­ 
stroyers 
After the room has been 
dusted by having the floor aud all the 
woodwork wiped with a damp cloth 
the patient should be covered with an 
extra blanket and the windows and 
doors opened to admit a free circula­ 
tion of air for a few minutes. 
An 
open grate fire Is also an excellent 
method of keeping the air pure. 


G iv in g a S p o n g e Bath In Bed. 
Before giving the hath all arrange­ 
ments should be made for It and ev­ 
erything needed In the process should 
be near at band. The room should be 
warm, und during the bath ll will be 
well to keep the windows closed, 
lf 
the patient is weak or likely to take 
cold have a hot wnter bag filled ready 
to apply to the feet. 
The necessary articles for the bath 
win include a bushi of bot water, a 
pitcher 
containing 
bot 
water, 
two 
wash cloths, a bath towel and one or 
two soft towels for hands aud face, 
some good soap and a bottle of alco­ 
hol. 
When quite ready remove the 
patient s nightgown and wrap him in 
blankets. 
This Is doue without re­ 
moving the bedding, which the blan­ 
ket is Intended to protect The face Is 
battled 
first, 
then 
the 
neck, arms, 
chest and abdomen. 
Each part Is to 
be wiped thoroughly and rubbed brisk­ 
ly as it Is washed. 
Be careful not to 
allow any water to dry without wip­ 
ing. as this may cause a chill. Turn 
the patient on one aide to bathe the 
back and finish with the legs aud feet 
Do not uncover the body more than la 
necessary to wash each part and in 
drying and rubbing arms and legs al­ 
ways use an upward stroke. Change 
the water two or three tlm$s during 
the bath. After the bath rub the body 
with alcohol, clean the nails and brush 
the hair. Do not neglect the patient's 
teeth. 
These should be brushed st 
least 
twice 
a 
day, 
particularly 
at 
night. 
The patient will do this for 
himself lf able to ait up. 
If oot it 
must be done for him. as in sickness 
the teeth ire much more liable to de­ 
cay than in health. 
Changing th# Sheets. 
When the patient is strong enough 
the sheets on the tied may be changed 
after the bath. 
This can be easily 
managed after a little practice. 
The 
fresh sheets should be well aired and 
warmed. 
The under one Is changed 
first. Turn the patient od one side away 
from you a od roll the tolled sheet 
tightly close to the patient. 
Lay the 
cieun sheet 
od the side of the bed 
near you aud tuck it In at the side. 
The other side of the sheet is folded 
closely lieside the soiled one at the pa 
tlent’s lack. 
Go around to the other 
side of 'be tx*d, turn the patient back 
on the opposite Fide and geutty pull 
out the soiled sheet from underneath 
Then draw out the folds of the clean 
one and tuck It In well at the side and 
end. 
Pull the sheet firmly until It is 
straight and make sure there are no 
wrinkles under the patient to cause 
bed sores 
To change the upper sheet 
loosen all tile bedding, put the clean 
cheet and blunket on top and then 
with one hand bold the clean sheet 
and blanket and with the other slip 
down the soiled clothing underneath. 
Draw it out at the foot, then tuck In 
the fresh bedding.
